New Orleans, July 12—(/)—Treats 
of Governor Huey P. Long to use the 
state militia in suppressing gambling 
in St. Bernard parish were executed 
in dramatic fashion early today when 
national guardsmen, acting on the 
governor’s orders, raided two fashion- 
able clubs and seized the gambling 


paraphernalia. 

Names of approximately 225 per- 
sons found in the two places—the Jai- 
Alai Fronton and the Arabi club, lo- 
cated just outside the New Orleans 
city limits—were taken for future 
teference. The patrons, many of whom 
were women, were released after be- 
ing questioned and no arrests were 
made. 

The only casualty of the raid was 
Neil Simes, staff photographer of the 
Times Picayune, who was attacked 
and beaten by about 50 men as he 


was attempting to take a _ picture. 
Guardsmen saw the attack and bat- 
tered their way through the crowd 
and rescued him. He was unconscious 
when found and was still in a serious 
condition today. 

Governor Orders Raid. 

Governor Long, who was in New 
Orleans last night, heard that the 
two places had reopened. Immediate- 
ly he issued an order to Adjutant 
General Raymond H. Fleming to see 
that they were closed. Unwilling to 
trust the order to a messenger the 
governor called a taxicab and traveled 
several miles to deliver it in person. 

When General Fleming received his 
instructions he also acted = swiftly. 
Within half an hour the raid was 
aver and General Fleming telephoned 
Governor’ Long, who had returned to 
his hotel, that the order had been car- 
ried out. 

Colonel E. P. Roy, who was placed 
in personal command of the raids, 
warned his men not to shoot unless 
ordered, but to shoot without hesita- 
tion if the order was given. 

Soldiers Get Instructions. 

“You are about to deal with desper- 
ate men,” he said, “remember that 
you are soldiers and that you are 
engaged in serious business of your 
state. You are to enforce its laws.” 

The men climbed into automobiles 
and crouched down so their military 
uniforms would not be seen. Three 
officers and five men went to the Jai- 
Alai club and two officers and five 
men to the Arabi club. The estab- 
lishments face each other on the same 
street. 

Heavily armed, the soldiers entered 
the club. Women screamed and sev- 
eral fainted. A shot rang out, he 
lieved to have been fired by a sentry 
on guard to warn the gamblers of 
what was taking place. There was 
a quick grab for money on the gam- 
bling tables. 

Order, however, was restored in a 
few moments. And then the two cap- 


tains in charge at the time barked: 


out: 

“If you want to shoot it out we 
are perfectly willing, but we don't 
want any shooting if it can be avoid- 
ed. We want to make it as easy on 
vou as possible.” 

Disturbance Ends. 

There was no further disturbance 
and the money and gambling equip- 
ment quickly was secured and the 
names of the patrons obtained with- 
out difficulty. 

big bonfire was held this after- 
noon when all the gambling parapher- 
nalia that was inflammable was burn- 
ed. ‘The remainder was hacked to 
pieces with axes. What disposition 
will be made of the money had not 
been decided today, although it was 
generally understood it would revert 
to some state fund.

English Church Calls 
Special Day of Prayer 
for Success of Briand- 
Kellogg Pact.

New York, August 12.—The first re- 
action in foreign capitals to England’s 
unheralded move in tossing the infant 
Briand-Kellogg peace treaty to the 
leagtte has: “The treaty might as well 
learn right away how to take care of 
itself.” 

Events of the week have reflected to 
a striking degree the great weight of 
public opinion abroad supporting the 
treaty’s simple renunciation of war 
as an instrument of national policy. 
The English church has declared an 
official day of prayer for the agree- 
ment’s success on August 27, when it 
will be signed in Paris. 

The prospect, however, that the 
words of the document will get their 


first definition from Geneva has raised 

the curtain on an international drama 

of tremendous significance. The ca- 

bles of each day bring fresh proof that 

no one knows where or when Secretary 

Kellogg’s peace arrow is coming down. 
To Change Text. 


England's action, as viewed through 
the monocles of statesmen Abroad, has 
made one important development fair- 
ly certain: There will be:only a dis- 
tant relationship between the terse. 
two-clause treaty, as it will be signed 
in Paris, and the millennial idea which 
parliaments and congresses of signa- 
tory nations will be asked later to 
ratify. 

The British government caught up 
with the United States in two jumps: 
One, a settlement of the Nanking af- 
fair in 1926, and the other, an agree- 
ment to negotiate a new commercial 
Altogether thes® 
events have had the effect of leav- 
ing Japan to fight her own battle. 

The British foreign minister, Sir 
Austen Chamberlain, is coming to Cal- 
ifornia. Despite assurances that the 
trip is for health and not politics, 
the interpretation has been inevitable 
that he would welcome an informal 
chat with Secretary: Kellogg or other 
American officials on disarmament, 
China and other matters. 

His decision not to attend the sign- 
ing of the Briand-Kellogg treaty in 
Paris, August 27, has raised the ques- 
tion whether that event should be a 
conference of foreign ministers or sim- 
ply ome of lesser agents representing 
the signatory powers. 

Blaze Controlled. 

The sudden death of Stefan Raditch, 
the Croatian peasant leader, revived 
the usual fears of a Balkan eruption. 
Apparently, however, while there is 
still much smoke, the blaze of sectional 
patriotism which seemed likely to 
break up the kingdom of Jugo-Slavia 
has been brought under control. It is 
now hinted in dispatches that the 
Croatian and Serbian leaders are con-

BY CHAIRMAN 


Congressman J. G, Coop- 
er Declares That Every 
Phase of Prison Life 
Will Be Delved Into. 


When the recei@ly-appointed con- 
gressional investigating committee on 
federal prisons reaches Atlanta, some 
time in November, it will be to make 
a thorough-going investigation of every 
phase of prison life and activities at 
the local institution, it was learned 
Sunday night when Congressman J, 
G. Cooper, chairman of the committee, 
was reached by telephone at his home 
in Youngstown, Ohio. 

The chairman of the special commit- 
tee, of which Congressman Thomas 
M. Rell, of Georgia, is a member, ex- 
plained that the group will make per- 
sonal investigations at every federal 
pena] institution in the United States 
and in each instance will make the 
probe thorough and comprehensive. He 
stated that while the committee had 
not been appointed because of alleged 
irregularities at any of the prisons 
that “the investigation will be made 
with a view to preparing a complete 
report and making recommendations 
to congress. The principal reason for 
the probe, he continued, is to determine 
the extent to which crowded conditions 
are proving tetrimental and to prepare 
recommendations for the enlarging of 
the various units. 

Stringent Probe Planned. 

While denying that the express pur- 
pose of the investigation is to ferret 
out irregularities that may exist he 
made it plain that at each institution 
the probe will be impartial and strin- 


gent and that if any undersirable con- 


ditions are brought to light they will 
be dealt with summarily. 

The committee will start its per- 
sonal tour on August 28, going first 
at Chillicothe, 
Ohio, and then to the women’s fed- 
eral prison in West Virginia. Beyond 
that point, the congressman said, the 
itinerary is not definitely set, adding 
that it was not likely that Atlanta 
would be visited until after the gen- 
eral election, some time in November. 

When reached at his home in 
Gainesville, Conregssman Thomas M. 
Bell, Georgia’s representative on the 
committee, reiterated his statement 
made Saturday to the effect that he 
would insist on a thorough probe at 
the Atlanta prison and would enter- 
tain any complaints which may be 
made at that time. He insisted, as 
did Congressman Cooper, that the com- 
mittee was appointed primarily to in- 
vestigate the crowded conditions in all 
of the federal prisons but that no 
phase of the operation of the prisons 
would be ignored. a 

Complaints To Be Made. __ 

It is understood that complaint? 
from various sources will be made 
relative to alleged irregularities in the 
granting of paroles and the extending 
of special privileges to certain prison- 
ers. Both members of the committee 
declined to state positively just whd 
might be called in during the probing 
of certain phases of prison life and 
activities, but indicated that if it be- 
comes necessary by the submission of 
valid complaints, that former prison- 
ers will be summoned. 

“We have no reason, at the present 
time, to believe that we will find any 
scandal at any prison but we intend 
to make our investigation thorough 


and will do everything in our power to 
make it so,” Congressman Cooper ex-. 


plained. a 
The Constitution, in an exclusive 
story Sunday morning, gave out the 
first information relative to this na- 
tion-wide probe, which, it is under- 
stood, may prove to be as sensational 
as the investigation which was_con- 
ducted here in 1924. Several Atlanta 
witnesses have been ordered to hold 
themselves in readiness, it was learned. 
Warden John W. Snook, of the At- 
lanta * penitentiary, Sunday night 
stated that he had as yet had no for- 
mal notification of the probe— and 
knew nothing of it beyond the infor- 
mation carried in The Constitution.

TEXAS DEMOCRATS 
GIRD FOR BATTLE 
AGAINST BOLTERS 


Charge Prohibition Issue 
Is Used as Mask for Re- 
ligious Bigotry; To Bar 
Bolters. 


Austin, Texas, August 12.—()—An 
intensive campaign for a straight tick- 
et was launched by “regular” demo- 
crats of Texas at a mass meeting here 
yesterday called to take action design- 
ed to curb the activities of party mem- 
bers refusing the support Governor 
Alfred E. Smith for president. 

After having roughly sketched the 
lines of battle for the national party 
ticket in this state, the delegates scat- 


tered to their homes girded to do bat- 


tle toward throwing a heavy vote in 
support of the national party ticket. 

‘The regulars” asked the democratic 
state executive committtee to bar from 
subsequent party primaries all voters 
who bolt at the November general elec- 
tion until “they have purged them- 
selves by voting the regular democratic 
ticket in November, 1930.” 

Charging that the opposition to the 
New York governor in Texas was 
based on religious bigotry and that the 
prohibition question was merely a 
mask, speakers gave their indorsement 
of the presidential nominee. 

The committee was further request- 
ed to interpret the pledge in the sec 
ond primary August 25 so as to In- 
clude all nominees rather than only 
those nominated in that election. 
Democrats were asked to withdraw 
support from all nominees of the first 
primary who fail to make a public 
declaration of support for every name 
on the party ticket. In Texas a sec- 
ond, or run off primary is held to 
determine the winner among the two 
high men in the first race, where the 
high man failed to obtain a majority 
of votes cast. A plurality in the _sec- 
ond/primary determines the nominee. 

The rally was called by National 
Committeeman Jed C. Adams, Dallas ; 
Mrs. Clara Driscoll Sevier, Austin, 
national committeewoman, and D. W. 
Wilcox, Georgetown, state chairman, 
to officially launch the Texas cam- 
paign for Governor Alfred E. Smith. 

A central campaign committee with 
headquarters at Austin, empowered to 
extend the organization to senatorial 
districts and precincts in an intensive 
campaign for a straight ticket was 
appointed. 


TAMPA NURSERIES 
SUBIECT OF PROBE 


Children Ill-Kept at Pri- 
vate Day: Nurseries of 
Florida City, Say Social 
Workers.

Tampa, Fla., August 12.— /P)\—Miss 
Helen Mawrer, director of child wel- 
fare of the state public welfare board, 
is expected to arrive in Tampa this 
week to begin an investigation of pri- 
vate day nurseries at the request of 
the probation bureau of juvenile court. 

The inquiry is the result of the ex- 
pose of conditions recently made by 
social service workers of the Tampa 
Welfare league and community chest. 
Mrs. Ruth W. Atkinson, executive di- 
rector of the league, has arranged to 
have Miss Mawrer reecive the assis- 
tance of the city. health department 
as well as other bureaus of the city 
and county governments. . 

Conditions found at the privately 
operated nurseries, Mrs, Atkinson de- 
clared, indicate profiteering by per- 
sons who have no regard for the health 
of the children. The nurseries are 
patronized chiefly by employed par- 
ents, whose jobs compel them to leave 
infants in the care of nursery prop- 
rietors at per diem fees. 

Regulations of the state welfare de- 
partment, of which Commissioner Ed- 
ward H. Cavin is head, require all 
nurseries as well as public and semi- 
public charitable institutions, to meas- 
ure up to certain requirements out- 
lined in laws passed in 1927 lezis- 
lature. The deaths of two children 
from rat poison in a private nursery 
recently was said to have no connec- 
tion with the investigation.

FIVE OTHERS HURT 
IN SUNDAY MISHAPS 


Atlanta Woman and 
Small Son Painfully In- 
jured in Automobile Ac- 
cident Near Jonesboro. 


Mrs. Q. A. Jenkins, of 129 Welling- 
ton street, and her 16-year-old son, 
Jesse, are both in Grady hospital in 
critical conditions, and Lilly Jenkins, 
13, was treated at the hospital for 
severe lacerations as the result of an 
automobile crash Sunday afternoon at 
the intersection of Lakewood avenue 
and Sylvan road. All of the injured 
were occupants in a machine driven 
by Q. A. Jenkins. 

According to the story given coun- 
ty police by Jenkins, he was proceed- 
ing east on Sylvan road toward Pa- 
nola when his machine was struck 
by another car driven by P. D. Wil- 
son, of 489 Woodward street, at the 
intersection of Lakewood avenue. 
Jenkins stated that the other ma- 
chine was traveling on the left hand 
side of the road. The force of the 
crash demolished the Jenkins ma- 
chine and threw all the occupants to 


the street. 

Mrs. Jenkins received a fracture of 
the pelvis and Jesse Jenkins also was 
critically injured, receiving fractures 
of the skull and of the hip. Lilly 
Jenkins was treated at the hospital 
for severe cuts about the right leg, 
and was dismissed by doctors. Jen- 
kins and L. M. Davis, of a Lakewood 
avenue address, another occupant of 
the car, escaped injury, as did L. M. 
Davis, Jr., three years old. 

Wilson was taken to Fulton tower 
by County Officers Wells, Neil and 
Nelms and was released later on 
$1,000 bond. He was charged tech- 
nically with assault and attempt to 
murder. 

Four Hurt at Jonesboro. -

This crash occurred about three miles 
beyond Jonesboro, and it was believed 
that the other injured parties at 
Grady were the occupants of a third 
ear which the darkened car had been 
passing. 

Henson said that his machine was 
forced into a ditch and practically de- 
molished. He and his wife were taken 
to the hospital by passing motorists. 
Details of the accident in which Mrs. 
Ellerbee was hurt could not be ob 
tained.

Group From West and 
South To Meet Governor 
Today To Talk Over 
Farm Relief.

Albany, N. Y., August 12.—()— 
Before putting the finishing touches 
on his acceptance speech, Governor 
Smith will confer here tomorrow with 
a group of farm leaders from the west 
and south, some, if not all of whom 
have expressed dissatisfaction with 
the stand of the republicans on agri- 
culture. 

The exact make-up of the delega- 
tion that will come to Albany for a 
round table discussion of the farm 
question with the democratic nomi- 
nee has not been disclosed, but it is 
expected to include at least half a 
dozen of the men who have had a 
big part.in the fight in Washingtou 
over relief legislation. 

Arrangements for the meeting have 
been made by George N. Peek, of Illi- 
nois, chairman of the committee of 22 
on agriculture, who recently declared 
for Smith, and it will be a forerun- 
ner of a series of conferences the 
governor will hola during the next 


few days with men whose advice he 
will seek regarding the conduct of his 
campaign. 

Peek in Delegation. 

The expectation is that Peek will 
bring with him at least two of the 
delegates to the republican convention 
in Kansas City who waged a losing 
fight for a farm plank in line with 
the principle of the McNary-Haugen 
bill which President Coolidge vetoed. 

Earl G. Smith, of Illinois, and 
Frank W. Murphy, of Minnesota, 
both of whom served on the platform 
committee at Kansas City, are count- 
ed on by Smith advisers to be here. 

In addition it is expected that oth- 
ers will be on hand will include Wil- 
liam Hirth, publisher of ‘The Mis- 
souri Farmer”; W. H. Settle, presi- 
dent of the Indiana Farm Bureau

HOOVER DELUGED 
BY WIRED PRAISE 


Varied Interpretations 
Placed on Nominee’s 
Reference to Prohibition 
Problem in Speech. 


Stanford University, Calif., August 
12.—(/)—-Literally deluged with tele- 
grams, many of them from persons un- 
known to him, Herbert Hover today 
was receiving the first reaction to his 
nddress of yesterday accepting the re- 
publican presidential nomination. 

The general tenor of the messages 
was of such a character as to bring 


gratification to the nominee, but he 
was awaiting editorial expressions 
from the newspapers and other evi- 
dences before undertaking to assess the 
effect his speech may have had upon 
the country. 


A telegram which especially pleased 
the nominee showed that the sender 
waseone of the thousands who listen- 
ed in on the radio, as it referred to 
the incident during the notification 
ceremony when one of the male spec- 
tators yelled, “we are with you, Her- 
bert,” while the candidate was ex- 
pounding his views on prohibition. 

Just as it was given the greatest 
attention by the seventy odd thousand 
people who were gathered in Stan- 
ford university stadium, the prohibi- 
tion declaration apparently attracted 
the greatest attention throughout the 
nation. 

While at least some of the politi- 
cal writers interpreted this as an ul- 
tra dry declaration, close friends of 
the nominee placed a somewhat dif- 
ferent construction on the language. 

First off they said that Hoover did 
not commit himself to the Volstead 
act, and that he omitted any reference 
to that statute: they also asserted 
that the “organized searching investi- 
gation of the fact and causes” pro- 
posed by him would go beyond. the 
abuses which have grown up in the 
carrying out of the Volstead act; that 
it would be directed also to the ques- 
tion of the workability of the present 


Ww. 
Likewise, these advisors contended, 
that in the very nature of its work- 
ing, the nominee’s statement that

New York Pastor Decides 
Church Is Improper 
Place, Sunday Wrong 
Day, for Politics. 


New York, August 12.—(/)—The 
Rev. Dr, John Roach Straton, pastor 
of Calvary Baptist church, in a mes- 
sage read by his son, Hillyer, from 
his father’s pulpit tonight, refused 
to meet Governor Alfred E. Smith in 
debate in that edifice. 

The younger Straton conducted the 
evening service in the absence of his 
father who is at his summer home at 
Greenwood Lake, N. Y. 

“T stand ready to meet the governor 
at any time, except the Lord’s day 
and in any suitable place,” Dr. Strat- 
on wrote, “and I sincerely hope that 
he may be led to take my acceptance 
of his challenge at its face value.” 

Dr. Straton said his remark that 
“he would meet the governor face to 
face in Calvary Baptist church to re- 


peat his charges that Governor Smith 
is “the deadliest foe of moral progress 
in the country,” was In the nature 
of a joke, as he knew the trustees of 
the congregation would have the last 
say about using the church for “a 
purely political discussion.”

Forger Gets 
$104,000

Clever Scheme Is Worked 
Successfully on New 


York Trust Co. 


New. York, August 12.—(#)—Dis- 
closure that the Manufacturers Trust 
company had been swindled out of 
$104,000 by a series of forged checks 
was made today by police, who said 
that ten days’ investigation had failed 
to reveal the forger’s identity. 

All the forgeries were against the 
account-of one wealthy depositor, In- 
spector Coughlin said.

Not only were daylight transoceanic 
radio signals stronger last year than 
in any year since measurements have 
beer’ made at the bureau, but static 
also was less. Signal reception in 
June and October, 1927, especially,

was much better than ever recorded in 
those months. Signals from AGS at 
Berlin about 10 o'clock in the morn- 
ing during October were 67 per cent 
higher than those in the same month 
in 1926. 

“The strongest daylight signals 
ever measured in Washington were 
observed October 14, two days after 
a magnetic storm of great intensity,” 
Dr. Austin said. “The station at 
Bordeaux was 227 per cent stronger 
than its average, Rugby and Berlin 
were both 200 per cent higher anil 
nearly all other foreign stations were 
unusually clear. 

“Since the sunspot minimum in 
1923 until just recently all signals 
with the exception of those from Bor- 
deaux and Buenos Aires increased 
in intensity. Although the Bordeaux 
morning signals had the observed 
strength in 1927 as in 1926, the aft- 
ernoon signals which have a _ path 
directly in darkness dropped percepti- 
bly in 1927. This may be due to the 
fact that the sunspot curve has 
reached its maximum, which in the 
present cycle appears to be less sharp 
than the maximum in 1917.” 

Recent observations show that oth- 
er long wave stations are losing their 
strength, Dr. Taylor says. These con- 
ditions probably will continue for five 
or six years and then the upward 
trend will begin again, jhe asserted.

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_ _In Years Being Realized, 
Georgia Growers Report 


Waycross, Ga., August 12.—The 
fate of the tebacco industry in south 
Georgia still is believed to be hang- 
ing in the balauce as the third week 
et opens. The second week 

rought a slight increase in prices, 
principally because of the better en 
of tobacco offered by planiers, anil 
while the widespread dissatisfaction 
of the growers is somewhat lessened, 
it is still felt that prices are far be- 
low what they should be. It is pre- 
dicted, from present indications, that 
the crop this year will bring at least 
5 cents less than last year. 

Conditions of the past week have 
offered a slight hope that there will 

a continued rise in prices and that 
farmers will be able to realize more 
than the cost of production on their 
1928 crop. 

To date it is probable that tobacco 
has not brought enough to pay the 
cost of producing it, this condition 
existing on the South Carolina as well 
as the Georgia market. The fact that 
only a small percentage of the crop 
has been marketed leaves room, how- 
ever, for growers to hope for a fair 
Season even yet. 

Offerings for the past week have 
been comparatively light on a major- 
ity of the markets, unfavorable 
weather conditions delaying the haul- 
ing of the leaf to market. Many 
farmers believe, too, that prices would 
improve during the third week, anid 
consequently they have held back on 
their sales. 

A large percentage of the crop has 
heen cured, according to reports from 
‘planters and warehousemen, and the 
coming week will reveal, to a large 
‘extent. what will be the outcome of 
the 192S sales season. : 

“Successful Failure.” 

Wide discussion has been given 
‘throughout the entire tobacco belt. 
principally in local daily and weekly 
papers of south Georgia, as to the 
reasons for the low prices. A num- 
ber of meetings have been held where 
the problem was discussed, both from 
the standpoint of the buyer and the 
planter. 

“Our very success has been our fail- 
ure,” is the expression of Rev. T. EF. 
Davenport, who addresged a gatherin; 
of buyers and warehousemen, and 
business men, at Blackshear. 
have been so very successful in to- 
baeco production that we are about 
to adopt it as a one crop system, un- 
mindful of the need for producing oth. 
er crops on our farms. This will 
mean disaster through overproduc- 
tion.” 

The matter of overproduction has 
received wide comment, opinion vary 
ing; considerably as to whether south 
Georgia has overproduced during the 
past season. Prices are lowest in 
several years. 

One of the most interesting observa- 
tions is that of John Rogers, mayor 
of Hazlehurst, and an extensive plant- 
er. Concerning the price being paid 
for leaf this season he states that he 
has made a careful study of markct 
reports of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, covering a period 
from the civil war to the present year. 
and that he finds the average price 
of tobacco for this period will nat 
exceed 12 cents. This is an average 
for a long period of years, covering 
Jean years and fat, and applying t» 
the entire tobacco territory of the 
United States.

A minor revolution in the news- 
paper world has taken place in Ger- 
many, . reports the observer. The 
first German »newspaper to adopt 
Latin script instead of Gothic letter- 
ing is the “Berliner Tageblatt,’ 
whose inportance is such that any 
experiment undertaken by its editors 
is likely to be followed by many oth- 
ers throughout the country... The 
“Tageblatt,”. whose appeal is -worlc- 
wide, decided upon the step’ for the 
convenience of foreign readers, he- 
lieving that its already considerabie 
international following of non-Germaa 
readers would be greatly -increased if 
the print was easier to read. To 
counterbalance this, the “Tageblatc’ 
was faced with the prospect of ceér- 
tain loyal believers in a “nationai’ 
form of printing, which has nothing 
to do with any “Nationalist”? form ot 
politics, refusing to continue reading 
a paper grown suddenly unfaithful to 
German tradition. Fortunately these 
fears have proved fallacious. Ger- 
mans themselves are discovering that 
there is less eye-strain in following 
closely-printed columns .in_ Latin 
script. It is a discovery made rather 
late in the day. We could have told 
the Germans this when we entered 
second grade and had to read “The 
Fire of Hamburg” in Gothic char-

Napoleon’s Own 
Battle Plans. 


Two historians of note, who showed 
their hostility against Napoleon in 
other details, have maintained that 
the “Little Corporal” owed his mili- 


tary successes to the genius of his 
generals. This thesis, fer it was no 
more than a supposition after e?1, 
formed part of a system of explica- 
tions that had for object to mini- 
mize the Napoleonic figure in the eyes 
of posterity. It had a good chance of 
success too, as there existed no ma- 
terial proofs to the contrary. Their 
argument will hold no water after 
this. A discovery has just been 
made in a Warsaw library of a whole 
collection of manuscript documenis, 
written by Bonaparte himself. They 
run from 1798 to 1797, and form ‘an 
outline of the campaign in Italy, Ni- 
poleon’s greatest military achieve- 
ment, which was taken as the basis 
of study at the high military school 
by General Foch when he became in- 
structor there. How these documents 
have strayed to Poland is unknown. 
But it is thought by competent judges 
in such matters that they were car- 
ried there by the Countess Walewska, 
the faithful friend of the emperor, 
who also shared in disguise his exile 
on the isle of Elba. The son of Na- 
poleon and the countess preserved the 
papers, but they were forgotten and 
in fact their existence was unknown 
until they came to light recently at

The book stores of the country are 
being flooded with political volumes 
of every description. Perhaps a ma- 
jority of them deal with “periods,” 
and with outstanding figures in pub- 
lic life who have passed on—memoirs 
and biographies. 

Some of ‘the volumes on my desk 
are palpable propaganda—and, there- 
fore, lose their interest from the view- 
point of a fair reading appraisal. 

One book of peculiar interest that 
is‘ not propaganda, however, is by 
J. C. Long. Its.title is “Bryan, the 
Great Commoner.” It ds published 
by Appleton. 

The author does not idealize his 
subject, nor does he hold his avowed 
principles up in the light of their 
influence in the present day, and the 
peculiar political conditions that now 
exist in this country. It is merely an 
engaging narrative of a really great 
and colorful life, throwing the pen’s 
camera alike upon the sunlight peaks 
and the shadowy valleys. 

William Jennings Bryan was a 
“stormy petrel.” He was one of the 
most dramatic and picturesque men 
in American politics of any genera- 
tion. 

Denounced, praised, championed and 
ridiculed, he held unabashed the center 
of the public spotlight for thirty 
years. 

Always during his lifetime he was 
news and front page news. 

Whenever his name appeared one- 
third of the nation said “‘He is a men- 
ace!” Another cried “He is a proph- 
et!” and the remainder shouted ‘Here 
is a good show !” 

It is the combination of these points 
of view that makes Mr. Long's book 
so gorgeously entertaining. 

The author is one of those rare 
biographers who has an eye for his 
subject’s foibles and picturesque quati- 
ties and yet gives fair credit to his ac- 
complishments and virtues. 

But the personal idiosyncrasies, the 
endless episodes, climaxes and almost 
over-humanity of Bryan make this tale 
of the alpaca coat and broad-brimmed 
hat in fact a “story” as well as a biog- 
raphy. 

Time and again it was thought that 
Bryan was done for and was out of 
public life, but he always bobbed up 
again ready for another fray. 

“You shall not crucify mankind upon 
a cross of gold,” Bryan shouted at the

Any stove may produce carbon mon- 
oxid, and this deadly gas has the 
property of passing through red hot 
iron, which explains occasional fatali- 
ties from carbon monoxid poisoning 
even when the stove, or the water 
heater, has a stove pipe.

So if you are not capable 
of making a dead man breathe you are | 
of little use in such an emergency and 
you ought to be ashamed of your child- 
ish ignorance. Perhaps we had better 
give the simple directions fer resusci- 
tation once more. There are quite a 
few persons who have been taught an 
incorrect method by such organizations 
as fhe Red Cross. See the next chap-

It is not strange that farm leaders 
were quick to express “disappoint- 
ment.” 

As to “honesty in office,” every hon- 
est man stands for that.

He announced allegiance to the 18th 
amendment, and says the prohibition 
laws should be enforced, but he did 
not explain that the enforcement has 
been almost entirely in the hands of 
the republican administration, which 
has made the most miserable farce of 
the job ever recorded in the enforce- 
ment of any law, in any nation of the 
world, since the beginning of time. 

“Prohibition”—God save the mark! 
—went into legal effect late in 1919. 

In 1920, the last year of the Wilson 
administration, the enforcement of the 
law was so efficient that it looked as 
if it might be more than “a noble ex- 
periment’—as Hoover recently call- 
ed it. 

But from March 4, 1921, when the 
republicans took over the administra- 
tion of the federal government, the 
loose and corrupt “effort” at enforce- 


ment has made the nation drunker 
than at any time before in its history, 
and has caused a growing crime wave 
that has shocked the civilized world. 

More serious than either, when one 
looks into the thousands of wrecked 
homes and upon penniless widows, and 
under-nourished, hopeless orphans, are 
the vital statistics of aleohol deaths. 

Go back for a month and eall Mr. 
Hoover, as secretary of the department 
of commerce, under which are the cen- 
sus and other statistical bureaus, to 
the witness stand. 

The commerce department experts— 
appointees of Hoover—have discover- 
ed that alcoholism claimed virtually 
the same number of vyictims in 
1926 as in 1916. Their figures, 
compiled from the 40-odd states 
in the registration bureau and in- 
cluding Hawaii, disclosed that déaths 
from alcoholism reached their lowest 
ebb in 1920, when the reported rate 
was 900 per 100,000. In 1921 the 
rate jumped to 1,611, in 1922 to 2,467, 
in 1923 to 3,148, in 1924 to 3,155, in 
1925 to 3,694 and in 1926 the rate 
was 4,109. The highest rate in the 
nation’s history prior to 1926 was in 
1916, when it was 4,160 per 100,000, 
the advance being due to the strain 
and stress of the European war and 
the certainty of America’s participa- 
tion. 

Deaths from cirrhosis of the liver 
jumped from 6,241 per 100,000 in 
1920 to 7,591 in 1926. 

Cirrhosis of the liver is caused by 
too great alcoholic stimulation. 

The commerce department has made 
no statistics public since the close of 
the fiscal year, June 30, 1926, but 
from other statistical bureaus, just as 
reliable,.the 1927 and first half of 1928 
figures show the increase of alcoholic 
deaths at a greatly increased ratio— 
that is, the “death from booze’ mo- 
mentum increases like a great ball of 
snow rolling down a hill.

Divorce of Church and State 


:: Dr. Patton Believes Pulpit No Place for Political Discussion :: 


Urged by Local Minister 


Emphasizing the fact that history 
has shown that the only satisfactory 
and successful relationship of the 
church and state is the complete sep- 
aration of the two bodies, the Rev. 
J. G. Patton, pastor of the College 
Park Presbyterian church, Sunday 
preached to the congregation of the 
College Park church and the Pryor 
Street Presbyterian church on —the 
“Relation of the Gospel Ministry and 
Christian Church to the State.” 


Dr. Patton's sermon was a reply 
to the numerous present-day declara- 
tions that politics should be taught 
from the pulpit, and it received so 
favorable an indorsement the first 
time it was delivered Sunday morn- 
ing, that a repetition was requested 
at the evening service of the Pryor 
street church. : 

In his rigorous stand against secu- 
lar matters in the pulpits of the 
churches of today, Dr. Patton point- 
ed out that there are three theories 
of relationship between the state and 
church, The first, the papal theory, 
is that temporal force is justified in 
establishing a world religious empire. 


The second is the Erastian, main- 
taining that the church has a right 
to be “established” by the state, Both 
these plans of relationship have been 
proven untenable by the passage of 
time, Dr. Patton said. 

The correct plan, he pointed ouf, 
is the entire separation of the two 
institutions. It is fundamentally eor- 


trect because the church and state 


have different spheres of service, dif- 
ferent aims, and different means of 
accomplishing these aims. Our coun- 
try’s fathers came here, fleeing not 
only a priest-ridden church, Dr. Pat- 
ton said, but a state-ridden church, 
to set up both civil and religious 
liberty. These liberties must both be 
kept sacred by the mutual exclusion 
of one realm of service from the other 
That politics must be “kept from the 
church and religious matters from 
politics, was the chief point of his 
argument. 

Dr. Patton is the oldest Presby- 
terian minister in this section iu 
point of service, having occupied pul- 
pits in Decatur and College Park for 
25 years.

KISSIMMEE RIVER 
RISES 17 INCHES. 

Okeechobee,’ Fla., August 12.—() 
The Kissimmee river has risen 17 
inches during the past 24 hours, to 
a height never before reached by the 
stream. ‘The river is now more than 
two miles wide. flooding lands over 
a wide area. It is normally about 
50 feet wide. 

Additional heavy rains here during 
the day, with indications that they 
will continue, may cause an addition- 
al rise. in the stream now flowing 
like a torrent into Lake Okeechobee. 

A heavy wind today which lasted 
ten minutes blew a house from its 
foundations into the river. 

It is not expected that Okeechobee, 
the only settlement of any size near 
the mouth of the swollen Kissimmee, 
will suffer from the flood, but farm- 
mers of the surrounding country-side 
will bear the brunt of the overflow. 

Okeechobee is about six miles east 
of the river. 


No reports have been received from 
Buckhead, two miles» west of the 
mouth of the river, where it flows 
into Lake Okeechobee. Buckhead, a 
settlement of a few dozen families, 
is the only community in the path 
of the waters. It was not believed 
Fort Bassenger, ten miles up stream, 
would suffer. 

The low fertile truck growing area 
along the banks of the river wil! 
be ruined, it was believed here, with 
growing crops submerged in places by 
several feet of water. 
here that the few residents of the 
flooded area had received enough 
warning to flee to safety. 

As the Kissimmee continued to rise 
through the day and tonight Taylor's 
creek, flowing through this town and 
which during the earlier part of the 
week presented the greater menace as 
it developed from a 15-foot rivulet into 
a mile-wide flood, continued slowly to 
recede, having gone down five inches

evitable that you reach a stage of over- 
confidence after five or six hours of 
training. : 

During the first two or three hours, 
the roar of the motor, the propeller 
batting the air just ahead of you at 
a terrific rate, the strange behavior 
of the earth below and the unfamiliar 
feel of the controls contribute to an 
overwhelming experience. You feel 
pretty meek and are rather surprised

Then, the reaction sets in. You be- 
gin to get used to it all. In about 
three more hours you suddenly decide 
you're a pilot. 

Today I reached that stage. The 
fact that in the front cockpit sat one 
of the leading American war aces, who 
had out-maneuvered eight German 
fliers and shot them down during the 
world war, and that he could take 
charge of the plane from his set of the 
dual controls at any moment, may 
have bolstered up my confidence. 


“Hold your controls lightly,” he re- 
iterated as we started. “Feel how I 
take the plane off. When we get up 
to about 400 feet, take charge. Climb 


up to 1,500 feet and do any darn thing }

Dates Named; 
Starts Oct. 3 


Plan Calls for First Game 
in American League 
Park. 


New York, August 12.—(#)—The 
series of 1928 will begin Wednesday, 
October 3, at the grounds of the club 
winning the American league cham- 
pionship, The Associated Press learn- 
ed today. The opening game au- 
tomatically fell to 
league this year under the alternation 


formulated by the late Charles 
. Ebbets, and the dates were agreed 
on last week by the officials concern- 


ed. 

The schedule agreed on calls for 
oe in the American League park 

Yednesday and Thursday, October 3 
and 4, with a day for travel inter- 
vening before the battle is resumed 
in John Heydler’s sector “if a west- 
ern club wins the national league 
pennant.” If two eastern teams play 
tor the championship, the series will 
begin. October 3 and continue without 
a break until one team has won the 
requisite four games. 

The breaks of the schedule under 
the Ebbet’s plan this year are such 
that the Athletics, the only pennant 
possibility unable to play Sunday 
games at home, would not draw a 
Sabbath date in any of the several 
charts likely to be ordered. Commis- 
sioner Landis is empowered under 
the Ebbets plan to alter the schedule 
to permit a Sunday game which oth- 
erwise would be lost through a lay- 
over in a non-holiday city. 

One regulation in the Ebbets plan 
seldom pointed out is that which pro- 
vides for the same schedule arrange- 
ments even with two teams from the 
same city playing in the series, This 
means that a Yankee-Giant series this 
year would see the first two games 
at the Ruppert stadium, the next 
three at the Polo Grounds, and any 
other required at the Yankee park, 
instead of the everyday shift hereto- 
fore prevailing. 

The Ebbet’s rules also empower 
the club drawing the first game to 
sell tickets for four contests, includ- 


‘ing a possible seventh, but no club 


has taken advantage of this conces- 
sion in the three series played under 
the plan of the late squire. 

Another Ebbets departure from the 
old order: is the provision regarding 
tie games. Any drawn contests now 
are to be played off in the city where 
occurring, but only if necessary after 
the seven scheduled games’ have 
been played. The old Brush rule was 
that a tie game, like one rained ont, 
was to be played off the following day 
on the grounds where it occurred, 
with the rest of the schedule moved 
back a day. 

While only the Yankees and the 
Athletics were concerned in the Amer- 
ican League consideration of the 
coming series, it is understood that 
five National league clubs joined in 
the discussion. 

No mention was made of the prices 
for tickets, but they doubtless will 
remain substantially the same, from 
$1 to $6, plus any taxes levied by the 
government. The ticket sale and 
other details will be announced next 
month by Landis.

Zagreb, Jugoslavia, August 12,—(?) 
For more than seven hours today 
peasants paid 


| Stelan Raditeh. Then his body was 
lowered into a tomb to rest beside 
‘the bodies of deputies killed in the 
|parliamentary outbreak last June 
i'when Raditch himself suffered wounds 
which contributed to his death. 

The ceremonies began at 10 o'clock 
until 
9:15 this evening. In the funeral 
cortege walked more than 200,000 
peasants and their wives who had 
come from all parts of Croatia.- These 
formed in the streets in the neigh- 
borhood of the headquarters of the 
peasant party where the body of the 
— leader had lain in staté for two 
ays 

The cortege was headed by mounted 
sokols . (patriotic-athletie organiza- 
tions) and then followed the peasant 
delegations in their national costumes 
and carrying the flags of their asso- 
ciations, cultural and economic or- 
ganizations. There were representa- 
tives. of foreign lands, a delegation 
representing the city, and then came 
the choir, more than 1,000 floral trib- 
utes, and finally the clergy. Behind 
the hearse were only the relatives and 
deputies ‘belonging to the peasant and 
democratic parties. 

The body of Raditch was placed 
for the time being in the tomb con- 
taining the bodies of his nephew, Pau! 
Raditch, and the deputy Bassarich- 
kek, who were killed during the shoor- 
ings in parliament. At the tomb the 
only address was made by an elder- 
ly peasant, the oldest president of any 
of the organizations of the province. 

After the funeral the peasants re- 
turned to the railroad station and 
made their plans to leave Zagreb to- 
night. The day, which had been 
awaited with misgiving because’ of 
racial differences in the kingdom 
the Serbs, Croets and Slovenes, passed 
without incident, according to the 
Avala news agency, and in’ perfect 
peace.

The Philippine Islands had their 
first automobile registration law in 
There were 1,600 automobiles 
registered that year. Fifteen years 
later, at the end of 1927, there were 
28,000 automobiles in the islands. At 
present there is one atitomobile for 
every 528 rsons. -In Manila, the 
capital, 10, autom@biles are list- 
ed, one for every 40 persons. 

When it is understood that the per 
capita income of the 12,000,000 peo- 
ple living in the Philippines is about 
a year, such a showing is un- 
usual. 

During.1927 the automobile was di- 
rectly responsible for per cent of 
the total imports into the Philippines. 
For every inhabitants of the islands, 
$9.62 was spent for goods outside, 
and out of this 85 cents went into 
automobiles. 

With the growth in the number of 
automobiles, road construction has 
increased. . In 1927, $4,236,000 was 
spent in maintenance and construc- 
tion of roads in the islands. Of the 
6,781 miles of roads, 3,625 miles are 
first-class, 1,619 second-class and 1,- 
Dot third-class.
